MINERS MURDER MEN 
AT HERIN, ILL, MINE 


By Stuff Correspondent of Post-Dis­ 
patch. 


H errin, III., June 22.—The killing 
yesterday forenoon of 16 men in the 
wood* between here and the Southern 
C«>«| Co.’s strip mine, where they were 
employed, follow ed by the killing of 
three men near the H errin cem etery, 
was the act of a mob which got be­ 
yond the control of the cooler element 
which was trying to escort them to 
lle rrin to “show’ them to the boys,” as 
proof that the strike-breaking en ter­ 
prise had been broken up. 


The leaders, overwhelmed at last by 
the rising clamor of the mob, finally 
consented to the demand th a t the p ris­ 
oners “ beat it," and the fleeing men 
were then shot down, knifed and b ea t­ 
en to death, and one was hanged in a 
“ l.ey de fu g a ” orgy. 
S«) far as known to day the num ber 
of dead is 21, of whom 16 were killed 
in the woods, three at the cem etery 
and two are the union men killed on 
W ednesday. 
One of the wounded men 
is thought to be in a dying condition 
an»l the condition of aeveral others is 
critical.

From men shot down, but who live 
to tell it, the Post-Dispatch corres­ 
pondent who was am onjf the first to 
reach the scene yesterday and saw 
the bodies of the slain men where they 
had fallen, is-able to give a consecu­ 
tive account of the event« leading up 
to the capture of the men at the mine 
and the beginning of the killings in 
the woods. 
A com m issary m otor truck started 
Wednesday m orning from Carbondale 
for the* mine. 
On it were a dozen em ­ 
ployes of the mine and behind it was 
driven a touring car filled with arm ed 
guards. 
Two miles from Carbondale 
the truck was fired on from ambush 
and three of the men wounded.
